NOTED hisiorian once remarked 


A that “there has always been some- 
thing of a conflict in French hearts be- 
tween a Jonging for ‘order and author- 
ity’ and a desire for an anarchist kind 
of individualism.” For 10 years Pres- 
ident de Gaulle was able to navigate a 
careful ‘course giving his country civil 
order and economic prosperity. Now he 
was about to celebrate an important 
diplomatic victory by having the Ameri- 
cang and the North Vietnamese meet in 
Paris to talk peace. 

All this has been upset by the month- 
long student riots which culminated yes- 
terday in a general strike, an event not 
seen In France since the days of the 
Algerian imbrogtio. The students’ un- 
rest seems to have resulted, in part, 
from the general malaise which has ac- 
cunrulated in France over the past few 
years and has now burst into the open. 
_ A large section of French public opin- 
jon bas become increasingly critical of 
de Gaulle's foreign policy. Britaia’s ex- 
clusion from the Common Market 
strengthened neither the French eco- 
Romy nor the unity of Europe. Last 
Year's gold crisis did not endear France 
to Burope or the world. De Gaulle’s 
strong personal ties with Dr. Adenauer 
have given way to cooler relations with 

τ. Kiesinger. The fall of Ben Bella 
robbed de Gaulle of an important ally 
in Africa and the Third World. while 
other African states, formerly French 
colonies, have slowly moved away from 
France. Relations with America are 


since the Siz Day War, and alienated 
many of France's friends. 

The General badly mishandled 
both the miners’ strike and the farmers’ 
unrest and his formerly great popular- 
itv in the countryside has waned. The 
General has in many way depoliticized 
France and he has also brought about 
the disappearance of a working opposi- 
tion, so crucial to the proper function- 
ing of a democracy, as recent. events in 
West Germany have shown. In the last 
elections, de Gaulle had to rmn twice 
before he was re-elected to the Presi- 
dency, and opposition to his one-man 
rule bas been crystallising steadily 
since, - β 
_ It become apparent that de Gaulle 
is moving in a direction in which there 
is no political ralternative to him per- 
sonally or to Gaulli This has con- 
tributed to the students’ unrest, a 
movement not confined to Paris or 
France, but moving from Eastern Eu- 
rope, through Berlin and Rome to 
France and across the Atlantic. In all 
these countries, but particularly in 
France, the students, led apparently by 
young leftist leaders, are struggling to 
eliminate or reduce authoritarian ad- 
ministrations, with the antiquated uni- 
versity system as their first target. 
Waving slogans used by Cuban rebels 
and quoting Maoist guerrilla tactics. the 
students are seeking and obtaining pop- 
ular support in France. They have 
heen the first since the Algerian gene- 
vale to defy the government openly 
ang have even succeeded in extracting 
from them the promise of certain con- 
eessions. But this was not enough to 
stave off the strike. |. one 

But the students are in fact fighting 
what looks like a lost battle against 
the technological revolution, against the 
industrialized world. against a society 
where the individual can no longer re- 
tain his personal identity and in which 
he finds himself alienated from complex 
surroundings which he cannot control, 
influence, and in many cases even 
understand. _ 

It is ironic that they have succeeded 
in causing 2 most embarrassing and 
serious situation in France, just as, de 
Gaulle is marking the end of his first 
decade in power, and when he has seen 
the vindication of his Asian policy. 
While it can be assumed that the riots 
will abate. it is certain that the rela- 
nehip between de Gaulie and France 
} never be the same again after yes-

Council puts. off session

UNITED NATIONS.—Arab efforts to rush a condemnation of Israel's stand on 
Jerusalem through the Security Council —- ahead of Middle East peace envoy 
Gunnar Jarring’s arrival in New York tomorrow — have been blocked and a 
Council meeting, scheduled for yesterday afterncon had to be called off at the 


last moment—"postponed indefinitely.” 

The U.S. earlier had agreed to include 
ia the preamble to a Counell resolution 
on Jerusalem a reference to the General 
Assembly's awn resolution of Jast sum- 
mer, on which the U.S. had abstained. 
The U.S. was even reported ready for 
inelude such a reference in the body of 
the Council resolution, and to “deplore 
Istael's failure to heed the call of the 
assembly,” provided the Algerians — the 
sole sponsors now of the “Arab” draft — 
would drop afl mention of condemnation, 
ranctions and deadlines for compliance 
by Israel. 

This would have gutted the Algerian 
proposal, still circulating as a “working 
paper” only --- the Algerians need U.S. 
support to attain their goal of making 
their resolution unanimous 

Meanwhile, the Americans, with some 
assistance from the British, have sug- 
Rested that the Security Council content 
itself with an expression of confidence 
in the Middle Hast peace envoy. Such a 
measure is likely to be favoured by Dr. 
Jarring, who 15 known to oppose any in- 
aependent initiative now on the part of 
either the Council or the Aasembly. 


‘INDEPENDENT OPERATOR’ 


Little else is known about the peace 
envoy’s views or intentions, He is charac- 
terized by one American source 85. A 
“yery independent operator,” who plays 
his cards close to his chest. 

Sources here said Dr. Jarring proposed 
indirect talks with representatives of 
Israel, Egypt and Jordan at the U.N, He 
is said to hold the view ‘that the Arabs 
would have much less difficulty doing 
their part of the talking at U.N. head- 
quarters here than in a specially select- 
ed place Mke Nicosia, Cyprus. Well-in- 
formed circles here decline to speculate 
on how Jong the talks may continue. For

Prague may revive 
entente’ with 
Yugoslavic, Rumania 


PRAGUB (UPL). -— Czechoslovakia is 
sourding out {πὸ possibility of reviving 
thy pre-war “Petite Entente" pact with 
Yugoslavia and Rumania te counterbalance 
any Kremlin pressure, authoritative Czech 
sources said heve. 

The arrival of Yugoslav Foreign Min- 
ister Marko Nikesic yesterday on a three- 
day official visit was interpreted by the 
sources as a move in this directiou. Con- 
tacts on party and diplomatic level be- 
tween Czechoslovakia and Rumania were 
established some time ago to strengthen 
links between the two .countries, The 
sourees emphasized that the “Small En- 
tente” had a stabilizing effect on the situa- 
tion in Eastern Central Europe between 
the two world wars. A pact by the three 
countries might strengthen all thelr posi- 
tlons regarding the Soviet Union. 


British government 
denies Treasury 
lied on reserves 


LONDON (Reuter}. — The British Govern- 
men: yesterday denied a charge by a 
former Bank of Engiand director that the 
Treasury had been lying about its gold 
and dollar reserves. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Roy Jen- 
kins told Comnions that the method of 
ca)culating reserves .was the same as it 
always was under previous Conservative 
administrations. He had been asked about 
charges levelled last Friday by Mr. Cecil 
King, influential newspaper magnate who 
had guit his pret at the Bank of England 
onty a day before. 

The charge, coming oa top of crushing 
local election defeats, dealt a heavy blow 
at the much-debated administration of 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson

SAIGON (Reuter). — The U.S. and South 
Vietnamese military commands said yes- 
terday they had crushed the Vietcong's 
tine-day attack on Saigon and the guerril- 
lag were retreating from the capital. 
The attack was a follow-up to the 
Lunar New Year offensive at the end of 
January and coincided with the final 


stages of arrangements for peace talks 


between the Americans and North Viet- 
namese in Paris. During the offensive, 
the Vietcong were statcd to have lost 
5,200 killed or captured, and 416 Amer- 
icans and South Vietnamese were killed. 

‘At least 114 civilians died in hospital 
and 2,702 were wounded, and about 104,000 
people were made homeless. 

Isolated small attacks, terrorism and 
harassment by fire, including rocket as- 
saults on the capital, were still possible, 
the command generals said. They added 
that large numbers of Vietcong had been 
trying to retreat from the battlefields in 
and around Saigon for the past two days 
and many were being intercepted in their 
escape bid.

| Vietcong assault on No surprises} meet again tomorrow 


PARIS {Reuter}. — The U.S. yesterday called for gradua] disengagement and 
Communist restraint in Vietnam, as the long-awaited peace talks opened with a 
atiff demand from Hanoi for a total bombing halt. 


Policy statements by the two warring 
nations at thelr first formal negotiating 
session showed no basic shifts and pro- 
duced no surprises, The negotiators agrecd 
to meet again tomorrow. 

The U.S. Roving Ambassador, Mr. 
Averell Harriman, greeted Hanoi's emis- 
sary, Col. Kuan Thuy, with a brisk hand- 
sngke and teld hin: “We haye always 
believed that the conference table — not 
the battlefield — is the place to resolve 
differences.” f 

The U.S, negotiator said Washington 
was still wailing for a sign af Hanoi's 
yeadiness to match bombing restrictions 
decreed by President Johnson on March 
ul. He proposed the Demilitarized Zone 
dividing North and South Vietnam should 
be. turned into a genuine buffer as a 
key test of good faith on each side. 

“Let us begin by pulling apart the 
contending forees as a step toward broad- 
er measureg of de-escalation,” he said.

Million march in Parts; 
strike disjoints industry 


PARIS (Reuter), — Hundreds of thousands of students and workers marched 


through Paris yesterday in protest against police brutality during recent rioting 
on the left bank, and a general strike dislocated industry throughout the country. 


Organizers of the demonstration claimed 
that the oumber of marchers swelled to 
around a million. Trade union stewards 
Maintained close: qdiscipline to avoid 
trouble. 

Prime Minister Georges Pompidou called 
at the Elysee Palace yesterday evening 
to discuss the situation with General de 
Gaulle who leaves on a state visit to 
Rumania today. The Government has been 
keeping a close watch on developments in 
yesterday's general strike in support of 
the students — called by trade union 
federations and the Teachers’ Union — 
which colucided with the opening of 
Vietnam peace talks here. 

Strong forces of helmeted riot police 
in heavy lorries blocked the Concorde 
bridge and surrounded the near-by Natio- 
nal Assembly. Others took up positions in 
the area housing most Ministries and the 


Prime Minister's Office, 

The absence af police from the march- 
ers’ route was seen as evidence that the 
Government was determined to avoid a 
repetition of last week's student violence, 
when hundreds ut cars were destroyed or 
damaged and hundreds οὗ people Injured. 
In a further gesture io calm student 
tempers, the Paris Appeals Court yester- 
day released .on provisional liberty four 
students sentenced last week to iwo 
months’ imprisonment eacn for assaulting 
the police during (he flret riots, 

The marchers chanted the Internationale 
and “De Gaulle Assassin.” 

(An Air Frane: flight due at Lydda Air- 
port at 9.30 last night did not arrive, due 
to the strike. Passengers scheduled to de- 
part on the flignt today will be trans- 
ferred to other lines, airport officials said.)

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Jordan accepts U.N. motion 2.500 Soviet _ 
in full, Hussein avers — 


LONDON (Reuter).—King Hussein of Jordan said yesterday that time may be 
running out in the Middle Hast crisis. “I am not so optimistic as I was some 


time ago,” he told ἃ press conference. 

The King relterated that Jordan fully 
supports last November's U.N, Security 
Council resolution which called for peace- 
ful settlement of the Arab-Israel conflict. 
He said Jordan would strive {o make the 
resolution work, but added: “I don't think 
that in terms of time the opportunity will 
be there much longer.” 


Agked whether the Arab world accepted 
the existence of Israel as ἃ fact, the King 
said he was umuble toe speok for the eutire 
Arah world but he implied there now is 
ἃ “general mootl” of accepting the exist- 
ence of Isracl if all other grievances are 
removed. The grievances, he insisted, are 
old ones dating back to the creation of 
Israel, the uprooting of Arabs from their 
lands and homes and the refugee problem. 

“We have always had sympathy for the 
Jews who suffered the world aver,” he 
said, “We are in fact of the same race. 
But we have been made the victims of 
the solution — the creation of the Jewish 
State on former Arab land,” he said. 

He said it was not jost that part of 
the U.N. resolution calling for an Israel 
withdrawal from captured lands that 
Jordan accepted, but other parts of the 
resolution too. ‘These parts called for an 
end to belligerence and acceptance of ter- 
ritorial integrity. 

Asked if permanent peace could be 
established. the King sald that if UN. 
eftorts make progress, “there could be a 
brizht and happy future for all” 

If the peace efforts by U.N. envoy 
Gunnar Jarring should fail, then Jordan 
would “search for other ways to secure 
our lives aud country.” He did not specify 
what these ways might be. 


GUERRILLA ACTIVITY 


King Husseln warned that Arab guer- 
τι activity against Israel might increase 
if no signs of a settlement appeared soon. 
He conrpared the guerrillas with the Re- 
sistance In wartime France, and said they 
were fighting for the thousands of people 
who had lost their homes —- “Z cannot 
understand why they are called guerrillas 
and murderers.” 

The Hiag arrived here two weeks ago 
for what was described as a private visit. 
He met Prime Minister Wilson and For- 
eign Secretary Stewart and had talks 
about arms purchases. Asked about the 
progress of his efforts to buy arms, the 
King 9818: “Nothing final has been settled 
but the response has been encouraging.” 

He said the possibility of Jordan turn- 
ing to Russia for arma was remote. 

During his first week in London the 
King spent several days In a nursing home 
for what was dascribed as a checkup. He 
told the news conference he had been 
suffering from complete exhaustion but 
felt better now. 

Hussein today leaves for a few days in 
Paris and talks with President de Gaulle, 
He will fly home after that,

Have-nots in power 


The unpopularity of the new Syrian 
regime. and the minority derivation of 
its leaders, had a deep significance on 
the events that were to follow in the 
Middle East. With Jadid’s accession to 
power. the have-nots and petty bu- 
veaucrats of Syria succeeded, more 
than in any other preceding regime 
in Syria, in gaining a position of 
Ppuramount influence. They were im- 
bued with a missionary zeal to obtain 
social equality in their country. But 
their leaders were not representative 
o£ Arab nationalism, because they were 
not of the majority Arab Sunni sect, 
and preciscly for that reason they felt 
that they had to be more nationalist 
than the extreme nationalists in order 
not to give their opponents the op- 
Nortunity to whip up orthodox Arab 
feeling against them. 

Thus. to counter its unpopularity 
among the population, the Syrian Go- 
vernment took to the time-honoured 
solution of calling for national unity 
in the face of “outside aggression." 
The Israelis were deliberately provok- 
ed, and the public brought to a state 
of near hysteria, by nationalist haran- 
gues accusing the imperialists — the 
US. with Jordanian and Israeli_ help 
— of plotting the overthrow of the 


A Beirut molitical conmentator noted two

The crisis atmosphere which “the 
Syrians generated wag not directed 
against Israel alone. It wag aimed 
equally at the “reactionary” Arab 
countries, and in particular at Jordan. 
This was partly due to real fear that 
the Jordanians, with the help of the 
Syrian emigres in Amman, were plot- 
ting the overthrow of the Damascus 
regime. It was also due to socialist 
fervour. The Syrians, in fact. wanted 
nothing to do with the Arab “reac- 
tionaries," and they made it increas- 
ingly plain that they considered the 
Arab summit conferences to be but 
a tool in the hands of such men. This 
view was sharply expressed by Nur 
ad-din al-Atassi, the Syrian President, 
at the Ba’th convention in March 1966. 
He represented it in even stronger 
terms on May 23 during a tour of 
army units along the Syrian-Israeli 
border. The Syrian President made it 
plain that Syria would not participate 
in the fourth summit, which was due 
ta take place in Algiers in September 

The summits. as we have seen, were 
the fruit of President Nasser’s initia- 
tive and planning. It was he who had 
pushed the idea, he who had brought 
the Arab heads of state together (81- 
though some had come reluctantly) in 
Cairo in January 1964. His primary 
aim. at that time, had been to place 
a curb on the Syrian militancy in con- 
nection with Israel's water develop- 
ment. And at the same time these 
gatherings of the Arab heads of state 
enabled Nasser to reassert his autho- 
rity and leadership over the Arab 
has The Syrians would have none 
of this. 

But Nasser too was becoming disil- 
lusioned. The cracks in Arab solidarity 
were already evident at the Casablanca 
conference in September 1965, when 
Tunisia’s seat at the conference table 
remained conspicuously empty. Aud by 
the end of 1965 the much larger cloud 
east by the quarrel between President 
Nasser and King Faisal of Saudi Arabia 
huog menacingly over the prospects of 
Arab solidarity.

Faisal’s new initiative was a demonst- 
rative challenge to Nasser'’s leadership 
of the Arab world; it undermined 
Nasser’s international image 85 the re- 
cognized spokesman of the Arab World; 
it impeded his drive to plant revolu- 
tionary socialism in the Arab coun- 
tries, and it threatened to arouse the 
conservative and religious elements 
within Egypt itself in renewed activity 
against the Nasser regime.‘ 

Nasser fought back, and the first 
casualty was the atmosphere of sum- 
mit solidarity which had characterized 
the Arab world for the previous two 
years, There were, moreover, strong 
ideological undertones to Nasser’s dis- 
illusionment with Arab summitry. For

The only political movement al- 
lowed in Egypt — the Arab Socialist 
Union — was being re-organized on 
Communist lines, and to that end a 
number of its leaders visited Prague 
to learn from the Czechs how it should

Israel 
according to the Egyptian theorists, 
could be challenged only after two con- 
ditions had been fulfilled: the Arabs 
must, first and foremost, build up 
their armies so that they obtained 
overwhelming superiority over the Is- 
rael army: and they must first wipe 
out the vestige of reaction and feud- 
alism in the Arab world and achieve 
full Arab socialist unity. 

The Syrians differed with the Egypt- 
jans regarding the means and the 
time-table for the overthrow of Israel. 
Israel must be weakened and harassed 
by constant terror attacks in the form 
of a popular war, which would prepare 
the ground for the final onslaught. 
As for Arab unity, “revolutionary 
Arabs will unite on the field of battle 
aud not at Summit conferences,” in 
the words of the Syrian At-Jamahir 
al Arabiya. This difference of attitude 
was to be one of the prime causes for 
the June war. 


Freedom to act 


“On July 29. 1966, the fourteenth an- 
-niversary of the Egyptian Revolution, 
President Nasser announced that Egypt 
would not take part in the forthcom- 
ing summit. That same month the 
Syrians took over the Fatah. These 
two events were closely interconnected. 
The termination of the summits meant 
that there was now no more collective 
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The Syrian Ba'th junta leaders!

Throughout thé spring of 1966 the 
Syrians had tried to coax the Egypt- 
ians into a meeting of Arab revolu- 
tionaries to which Iraq, Algeria and 
the Yemen would also be invited.* But 
the Egyptians were obdurate. They 
refused to listen to, any overtures 
from Damascus. The Syrians thus once 
more tried to force the pace of vio- 
lence on the Israeli_ frontier as 2 
means to coerce the Egyptians into an 
alliance. 


Throughout the summer and autumn 
of 1966 the campaign of violence in- 
creased in intensity. The Fatah was 
under the full control of the Syrian 
Deuxieme Bureau, whose officers plan- 
ned the terror missions, organized 
special commando units to implement 
them, and supplied the intelligence, the 
arms and the explosives needed for 
their successful fulfilment. Most of 
these raids were made from Sordanien 
territory — yrian frontier wi 
Israel was much shorter and _ there- 


succeeded only two well. During the 
month of October 1966 a group of 
Fatah terrorists encamped in the Ju- 
dean hills to the south of Jerusalem. 
They were more daring than most of 
their comrades. In a series of sorties 
they dynamited a house in the out- 
skirts of Jerusalem, derailed a goods 
train on the main Jerusalem-Tel-Aviv 
line, mined roads and shot up isolated 
settlements. This wave of terror was 
accompanied by almost daily shooting 
incidents between the Syrian and Is- 
raeli armies as the Syrians sought to 
prevent Israeli farmers in the demi- 
litarized zones of Galilee from culti- 
vating their fields.

Shapira’s 
draft on 
immigration 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Justice Minister Y.S. Shapira yester- 
day handed Preniier Eshkol his draft of 
the proposed Encouragement of 
tion Law, designed in great part with the 
problems of Western «liya in mind. 
Many of the draft bill's provisions are 

based on recommendations advanced by a 
jotnt Government-Jewish Agency commit- 
tee shortly after the Six Day War, when 
the need for statutory encouragement of 
immigration became a national issue. The 
draft, which reached its present form in 
continuous consultation between the Jus- 
tlee Ministry, other government depart- 
ments and the Agency, reportedly con- 
tains the following provisions, among 
others: ἢ 
» A statutory Authority for the Excour- 

agement of Immigration will he sct up 
which will advise the Government; act as 
“honest broker” between the “Immigrant 
and the authoritles involved in his absorp- 
tion; and maintain a sort of “Ombuds- 
man" to probe immigrants’ gripes and get 
action; oe 
e immigrants will get certain prioritics 

In job placement, and seniority rights 
for purposes of acceptance in employment, 
and dismissal; 
e a new class of posts will be created 

in the Civil Service, over and above 
the regular establishment. especially for 
immigrants, to run for periods of two- 
four years. Interviews for such posts may 
he taken overseas, before the applicant 
comes to Istael as an Immigrant: 
ὦ the Ysraeli citizenship clause for civil 

servants May be deferred for a three- 
year period, enabling immigrants to be 
approved for posts withaut taking a dect- 
sion on Isracli nationality; 
e Immigrants who were civil servants 

abroad and did not realize their pen- 
Fion privileges there, may receive the 
equivalent here as merabers of the Israeli 
elvil service; 
e@ the law will also contain provistons re- 

garding housing purchase, mortgages, 
land trensfers, telephone fee privileges, 
school and uuiversity fees, importation of 
goods und belongings, and foreign. cur- 
tency regulations --- some of which are 
already in effect under provisional legis- 
lation. 


Scopus campus open

students in 18 months 


Mt. Scopus will have 2,400 students 
taking classea at the restored Hebrew 
University campus beginning November 
1969. 

This was announced in Jerusalem yes- 
terday afternoon by the University Pres- 
ident, Mr. Avraham Harman. The ‘press 
conference wag summoned after the green 
light for the project was given earlier 
ἐπ the day at a meeting between Premier 
Eshkol and a University delegation head- 
ed by Mr. Harman. Also present at the 
meeting was Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir. 

The government will bear half the cost 
of the ILld4m. rehabilitation project. The 
remainder will come from donors abroad. 
The bulidings and amphitheatre on Mt. 
Scopus are to be restored. Some 15,000 
square metreg of. new building will he 
added. ; 

Transferred to Mt. Scopus in November 
1969 will be the Law Faculty, the first year 
of natural sclepces studies, and part of 
the Archaeology Department. A. second 
stage envisages the transfer to the Mount 
from the Givat Ram campus of the Hu-, 
manittes and Social Sciences faculties. 


In ἃ parallel project, dormitories for 
2,500° students are to be built on Mt. 
Scopus over a period of three years. 
Funds for building one-third of the pro- 
ject are already available, sald Mr. Har- 
man The housing will be jolntly financed 
by the government and the University. 

It is learnt that the first year of 
natural sclences will be expanded to 1,200, 
students from the present 700 with the 
opening of the Scopus campus. These stu- 
dies are required for students in 2 number 
of faculties and have hitherto constituted 
ἃ bottleneck because of lack of room. 

The Law Faculty is to use an expanded 
Rosenblum Building and the former lib- 
rary building, Archacology stores scat- 
tered in various buildings throughout the 
city are to be transferred to the former 
archaelogical building on the Mount and 
advanced archaeological studies will also 
be held there. A restaurant is also to be 
built. 3 ᾿ 

On July 24, the University will hold a 
ceremony to mark the 50th anniversary 
of the corperstone-laylng ceremony for the 
University in July 1918, Mr. Harman 
stated. 


israel to take part

Heyd, orientalist, dies at 55 


Dr. Uriel Heyd, Professor of Hislory 
of the Muslim Peoples :Turkish and Per- 
stan Studies) at the Hebrew University 
and one of IsracI's leading orfentalists, 
died in Jerusalem yesterday following a 
heart attack. He was 55. He is survived 
by his wife Shoshanaa; two sons, Michael 
and David, and a daughter, Ofra. 

The funeral will leave today, at 12 noon, 
from the ἘΠῚ Karem Medical Centre for 
the Har Hamenuhot Cemetery. Buses will 
leave the Hebrew University campus for 
the funcral at 11.30 a.m. 

Born In Germany, Uriel Heyd first stu- 
died law at the University of Cologne: his 
native town. As a convinced Zionist, how- 
ever, he firmly believed that a knowledge 
of the languages and civilizations of the 
Middle Eastern countries was essential if 
Food relations were to be estzblizhed be- 
tween Jews and Arabs in Palestine, and 
when he immigrated to this couatry in 
1834 he ahandoned his legal studies and 
started afresh in ἃ direction more in kecp- 
Ing with hls Idens. 

He enrolled as a student in the Hebrew 
University's Institute of Oriental Studies 
inow the Institute of Asian and African 
Studies}, receiving his M.A. in 1939 and 
PhD. in 1947. He also studied at Istan- 
bul University in 1939-40. In 1943-48, he 
had served in the Middle East Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem 
and London. and for three years after the 
establishment of the State was in the 
forelgn service — first as First Secretary 
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at the Embassy in Washington, in 1948-49, 
and afterwards as Counsellor at the Israel 
Legation in Ankara. 

His wide knowledge of the Middle East - 
Proved Invaluable in his diplomatic work, 
but his heart was in academic work, and 
in 1951 he accepted the invitation of the 
Hebrew University to join its faculty. 
Eight years later he was promoted to the 
rank of full Professor. Two months ago 
he was appointed first incumbent of the 
Chair of the History of the Mustm 
Peoples, named for Mr. Eliahu Elath, for- 
mer President of the University. 

Prof. Heyd was not only a foremost 
member of the faculty of the Institute of 
Aslan and African Stadies, but also did 
a great deal to ensure its development. 
He was Director of the Institute for seven 
years, during which it expanded consider- 
ably. He was also an active member of the 
Israel Oriental Society. 

He published five books and many 
Papers in scholarly journals.

Kremlin in quandary

TTHE only thing to be said for certain 
about the impact on the Kremlin of 
the Czechoslovak revolution — the Czechs 
themselves are calling it that — 15 that 
the Soviet leadership is worrted and dis- 
mayed. But it. finds it hard to know 
what to do to make its disapproval ef- 
fective. 2 

Meanwhile, it is working hard to bols- 
ter Gomulka in Poland and Ulbricht in 
East Germavy. The purpose of any troop 
movements on the Pollsh-Czechoslovak 
border which may amount to more than 
the sort of activity that always takes 
place when the ground dries out after 
the spring thaw is Ukely to be to remind 
the dissident Poles of the facts of Soviet 
power, rather than to threaten the 
Czechs. 

Certainly, in spite of their bright new 
armament of nuclear rocketry, the Rus- 
sians cling to old-fashioned ways, and 
tend when they can think of nothing 
useful ta do, to move divisions about in 
8 seemingly purposeful manner. But if 
they really propose to use troops say, 
in response to 2 fictional invitation from 
the Czechoslovak Government to march in 
and restore order, then they are further 
gone than even those most sceptical of 
the intellectual distinction of Mr. Brezh- 
nev would care to suggest. 

Such a desperate resort would undo in 
a matter of minutes the whole image 
of post-Stalin Russia, laboriously bullt up 
over the past 15 years. We should be 
back in 1948, but with a difference. For 
when Stalin dectded to go it alone he 
had a shattered and demoralised Europe 
at hig feet, the appearance of a devoted 
China at his back, and 2 disarmed Amer- 
Ica across the water. Brezhnev, further- 
more, is no Stalin.

§.A. Church in 
morals drive 


PRETORIA. — 
QouTH Africa's largest church is de- 
‘-" manding goverament action to ban 
modern dancing and the “sexually stimu- 
lating” dresses worn by women to such 
dances. The Nedersuitse Gereformeerde 
Kerk (ΝΘ also called for stricter 
censorship of books, a ban on Sunday 
newspapers and prohibition of liquor to 
anyone under the age of 21. 
Unanimous resolutions passed at the 
church synod here demanded these and 
other restrictions which would make a 


cultural life. The N.G.K. has formidable 
political power to press for approval of 
the resolutions. Most members of the 
ruling National Party are practising mem- 
bers of the church and support its po- 
lcies. Church preachers themselves do 
not hesitate to exchange the pulpit for 
the political platform. 

Exclusively Afrikaner in membership, 
the church has always been quick to 
protest at the slightest deviation from its 
Puritanical creed. Many of the synad’s 
latest resolutions take a strong stand on 
issues to which the church has not been 
committed, particularly danctog. 

One resolution states: “The dresses 

women wear to dances are sexually sti- 
mulating... partnets have the opportunity 
to be overly intimate and to whisper 
evil in each ‘others’ ears." The synod 
called on education authorities to ban 
dancing at schools, but added that “‘volk- 
spele" —- the Afrikaners’ highly formal- 
ised folk dance — was “justifiable from 
a Christian ethical point of view.” 
The synod saved its bitterest word for 
“The Festival of Bacchus” which it said 
Christmas had become. Christmas was ἃ 
time when “sinful passions were deatruc- 
tively locsened,” sald a resolution calling 
for serious revision of observance of the 
festival. 

The synod also urged the government 
to tighten up censorsbip; condemned the’ 
publicatlon and purchase of Sunday news- 
papers: criticised the South African Ca- 
Dbinet for meeting on a Sunday; and urg- 
ed the government to speed the passage 
of an anti-homosexuai bill now the sub- 
ject of a parliamentary investigation.

HE; Hotel! Ami is very much a fa- 
rally operation, which — in this day 
of impersonal package-tourlam — largely 
explains what is likely to be a success- 
ful establishment. Mra. Ruth Levin, who 
has had 20 years’ experience in israeli 
hotels, is responsible for every detail of 
Management exeept -for purchasing, 
whick is handled by her husband. Two 


of their children are also working at; 


the Hotel — a son at the reception desk, 
8. daughter in the accounting department. 
A younger son, at 15, still has to finish 
his studies before joining the enterprise. 


Opened just two months, Hotel Ami 
is located just off Hayarkon Street (be; 
tween Gordon and Keren Kayemet), has 
64 rooms, including 16 singles. Its off- 
‘clal classification has not yet been de- 
termined, but will probably be B-2 or 5. 
Guests have already included such di- 
verse personalities as the Mayor of Zu- 
rich, and English singer Helen Shapiro. 


There is a charming sidewalk cafe, seat- 
ing about 40, at the entrance and a small 
indoor cafe just inside, ceating 48. The 
kitchen is dairy only; meals are self-

GEevING fresh frults along with a 
variety of cheeses for dessert is ons 


of tha most Interesting — even though - 


the simplest —- finales for a fine diner. 
Making wp your own fruit dishes — in 
salad style —- always results in a fine 
flavour if you cut fruita up into good 
chunk size, but if you hash it together 
you lose both the visual and taste 
attraction. For a fruit salad “dressing” it 
is of course best to blend the fruits to- 
gether with a fruit juice such as orange, 
Jemon or a syrup from stewed fruits. 
Adding a dash of wine or a few drops 
of something stronger adds a tang to 
euch a dish.

Apart 
from its eanitary and aesthetic qualities, 
the design is such that a teacher can 
easily sUpérvise four girls at a time. 


The Women's League for Israel — ἃ 
relatively small but energetic Jewish wo- 
men's orgavization based in New York 
— spent 11.350,000 in building and decorat- 
ing the new sections οὔ the Netanya 
premises, The Labour Ministry provided 
the technical equipment. The capable di- 
rector of the Hostel is Mrs, Dina Tishbl. 

The Centre also provides vocational re- 
habitation for physically handicapped wo- 
men. There is a dressmaking course 
Seared to these women, usually in thelr 
imid-20s to 30s. There is also 8 pre- 
vocational programme for handicapped 
women who are not emotionally ready 
to go etralght into professional treining. 

Non-residential courses for girls in the 
Netanya area are offered in sewing, hair- 
dressing and cosmetology. The Women's 
League also operates the Ora weaving 
workshop for the blind, in adjacent pre- 
Mises in Netanya. There are other Wo- 
men's League hostels in Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv and Haifa.

HAIFA. — 
A SULFA drug that gives victims of 
“second and third degree burns 8 
fighting chance to survive and to recover 
more speedily hes been made in large 
quantities by the Hillel Ramedies Factory 
here — since the seder night tragedy 
here in which a man set on fire the 
clothes of over 20 persons, causing the 
death of eignt and severe burns to others. 

One of the main causes of death from 
turns is infection of the body, no longer 
protected by the skin, by a dangerous 
bacterium called pseudomonas aeruginosa. 
It thrives on burned tissue and mullti- 
plies to the proportion of 100 million to 
one gram of burned matter. All kinds 
of antibiotics, sulfa drugs, chemicals and 
otther remedies have beer tried in vain. 
American Army doctors remenber a drug 
already used by the Germans in World 
War Ii for the treatment of gunshot 
wounds — alpha-amino-parc-toluenc sul- 
fonamide, known in the U.S. under the 
mame of Sulamylon and elsewhere 85 
Maphenida — which achieved what was 
described as “dramatic success.” 

In March 1967, an American periodical 
“The Modern Hospital” published a re- 
port ou the result of using the old-new 
drug on burns. The pharmacologists of 
the Hillel Factory studied the report and 
were surprised. They had been using the 
active ingredient of the sulfa drug since 
1952 in the manufacture οἵ a certain 
type of ear drops sold under the nama 
of Omujotin ‘B’ and had a supply of it 
on stock. They went to work and pre- 
pared the anti-burn and gun-shot wounds 
version of the material and sent samples 
of it to the hospitals. : 

In proportion to the total population, 
gunshot patients liable to infection by 
gscudomonas a@ertyinosa arc as high in 
israel ag in the U.S, if not higher, Burns 
too are ἃ wide-spread type of injury both 
in war and peace. According to statis- 
tics, burns are a more frequent form of 
accident injury among the Orient-born 
eection of the population. 

Three plastic surgeons have tested the 
first samples of the Hille] drug, Dr, Ber- 
nard Hirshovitz of the Rambam Haspital 
in Haifa, Dr. Ami Gliladi of Hadassah jo 
Jerusalem and Dr. Irvine Kaplan of Ku- 
pat Holim’s Beersheba Hospital. The re- 
ports were so positive that the Hillel 
experts invested hundreds of hours and 
large sums of mouey into perfecting the 
drug, brand-named“Maphenide Cream ΗΙ1- 
161" and producing it in hundreds of kilo- 
grams in order to help save as many 
as possible of the seder night arson vic-

Railway to Eilat becoming essential

HALFA. — 

WuHes Israe| achieved statehood. it in- 
herited a smal, backward and dere- 
lict rail syslen: of about 500 km. and 
antiquated rolling stock. But it had one 
major ass2t: an imaginatlve Transport 
Minister ja the person of David Femez. 
With a rare gift for brevity he sunimed 
Up the count y's land transport needs in 
enc sentence: “Between North and South 
~- the rallways; between East and West 
— trucks 

His prescription was not followed, but 
i has remained valid to this day. Far- 
aizghted cennomists. local and foreign. 
have considered the country’s growing 
trausporL needs and recommended the 
vailways as the Most rational means of 
moving bulk cargo between north and 
south as far as Eilat. Today. with the 
Suez Canal closed. or impassable for the 
slant ships ot the 1970s even when re- 
opened. all talk about a “land bridge” 
hetween the Mediterrancan ports and the 
Req Sea is unrealistic for heavy traffic. 
Tt ia a far too expensive operation to 
unloag zoods at one cod, carry them by 
truck to the other coast and load them 
It would he unprofitable even if 
were an efficient port geared for 
the transit of moods on a larze scale 
— which it is not. For light-weight, 
high-priesd goods which can “absurh" a 
higher transport hill, the large cargo 
Planer of the 1970 will become a keen 
and fast competitor. Their {reizht rates 
are constantly falling aad will attract 
light seeds away from a land-bridge with 
its prohibitive toll of double nandling 
charges. 

Teday the Israel Railways is not very 
much ahead in size of what it waa 20 
sears ago. Apart from railway sidings 
to specifle giles, the Important ad 
te the network have heen the tal 
Nac from south of Binyamina te Tel 
Aviv ¢bullt in 1953 with U.S. Govern- 
mert ald). the old-new TS kim line from 
Na‘'an to Beersheba (1956) and the 
km. line to Dimona (1965). Another cx- 
teasien further south, to the phosphate 
miars of Oron, will be ready nent ynar. 

Economi. have calculated that at 
least 1.5 tons of cargo will have ta 
be carried every year on a line to Eilat 
to justify the investment. Yet the examples 
of the North American railways and of 
Mapy countries around the globe teach 
ene clear lesson: where there is ἃ rail 
way line, cconomte development is ἃ llke- 
jy passenz¢r. 


Priority in Europe 


dn war-devastated Eurepe the ccono- 
mic planters qave the rug-down railway 
ayetems top priority in the allocation of 
reconrtruction funds. Investment in rail- 
Ways modernization and extension fas 
vortinued to this day af such arate 
that transport cxpeits speak of a “come 
hack” of the raiiways. The new  tech- 
nique of carrying cargo in containers 
trem the factory to the importer’s door 
across land and zea is boosting the 
freight business of the railways in West- 
ern countries alill further, According to 
ἃ survey of the Interaational 
fournat the ‘West German Bundesh. 
now owns 28,000 fat wagons suitahte 
for container carriage and is pisparinz 
fey a further increase of this type of 
traffic. 

Prof. Jean Gottmano, of the Sorbonne, 
in his book “Megalopolia” has created o 
stir among uroun plonners and transport 


experts, with hls concept of “high speed 
rail corridors.” He spent ilve yeara at 
Princeton University where he studied 
land use, and transport in the U.S.'s 
urbanized Northeastern aeaboard. 

Prof. Gottniann says that the lessens 
for passenger traffic of that closciy set- 
tled area are applicable throughout the 
world. He found that rail capacity there 
was under-utilized, but air and road capa- 
city severely taxed. Compared with mo- 
dern, fast trains, he argues, the auto- 
mobile iz too slow and tiring. Airplanes 
take too long because of the trip toand 
from airports on overloaded highways 
ugd streets, Air pollution by motorcars 
(by far the guiltlest of the culprits) and 
by airplanes should also be considered, 
he says. Rail transportation, especially 
if electrified, is Imore econontic. 

Human factors enter into the contest 
of transport means, “Comfort, frequency 
and punctuality are important for a 
socicty that is mow concerned with the 
quality of {ts environment.” Prof. Gett- 
mann writes he was impreased by the 
fact that in Japan the railways were 
losing money on many Iines, but miak- 
Ing a profit on the ‘high-speed line in 
the “Tokalde Megalopails,” between Tokyo, 
Osaka and Kobe, though there the fares 
alc higher than on the ordinary Une be- 
tween these cities. He found a similar 
Increase of popularity of the high-speed 
services in densely inhabited traffic cor- 
ridors in Europe. 


Business en route 


Modern trains in Burepe are fast and 
camfortuble and alluw white collar men 
to do thelr work or to hold couferzaces 
en roufe, instead of devoting attention 
and energy ta driving their own cars. 
“Convenience aad frequency of schedules 
are more Important, ia my opinion, than 
speed where relati y short distances are 
involved. As the distance increnses, speed 
shonld be vated higher among tho various 
facters considered,” says Prof. Gottmaun. 
He belleves that in the long run dense 
traffic can be more easlly managed on 
the ground, or underground, than in the 
air space abuve closely pnpulated areas. 

But for Isracl the first priority is 


cargo transportation. Road space’ is limit- 
ed. Nationally speaking, private care are 
an expensive means of transportation.’ As 
they are Inereasingly filling up our 
streets and parking places, thelr: owners 
are made to pay an invisible, - ateadily 
rising “congestion tax” In time, money 
(wear and tear), physical and emotional 
well-being. 

Road maintenance per ton/kilometre is 


-cgstly because of the wniversal practice 


here of overloading trucks. An example 
of the wasteful competition between rail 
and truck bas been the transport tactics 
of the Citrus Marketing Board, It In- 
duced the Rallways (that is, the tax- 
payer) to invest millions in sidings and 
Special waggonz for the iransportation 
of citrus fruit from packing houses to 
Ports. Then it turned its back on the 
Rallways and came to terms with the 
truckers. During the season just ended, 
the narrow, congested Hadera-Haifa 
highway was still further clogged by 
overloaded trucks, carrying citrus fruit 
to the port, holding up long convoys of 
faster traffic behind them, among them 
buses, private and commercial) cars, The 
indifferent Citrus Board, and the per- 
missive Transport Ministry exacted a 
very heavy “congestion tax" from the 
driving and travelling public, apart from 
the less on the investment in the special- 
ly built facilities. 

The export of heavy goods via Bilat can 
hardly become an economic proposition 
as long as the Government must eubsi- 
dize it with nothing gained in return. 
The merits of a railway line deserve to 
be studied again, with a more imagina- 
tive approaca, in the light of the post- 
war lessons of Europe and the U.S. and 
ef the line Jordan hag built to Akaba. 
In the ‘seventies, the need for more in- 
tensive agriculture In Asia will become 
overwhelming in view of the population 
explosion. Israel will not be able to ex- 
port fertilizers through Ellgt without the 
low cost facilities of a railway ling, Far 
too much time has already been lost. 
The use at present of the huge trailer 
trucks which because of their overweight 
ruin the highways is a practice which in 
ather countries was stopped long ago.

ΗΕ word aabbutz" used to conjure 
up 2 vislon of cows, fruit trees; and 
rows of rotating sprinklers. Today fac- 


torles have sprung up in the settlementg. 
to smoke the meat, can the fruit and. 


manufacture the sprinklers. 


Why are more and more kibbutzim 
golng industrial? Munia aAvrahaml, of 
Ma'agan Michael, explaing: “The young- 
sters are growing up, and our land and 
water allocations are fully utilised. We 
‘want mew forms of creative employment” 
~ and that for an educated gencration 
with a technological flair. Shimon Reich, 


secretary of the Uslon of Kibbutz Indus-_ 


tries, adda that 8 rapid growth in indus- 
trial productivity over the last decade 
creates 2 manpower surplus. (Durlng the 
years 1955 to 1965, farm output increas- 
ed by 180 per cent, while the number 
of farmers needed rose by only six per 
cent.) 


There are over a hundred kibbutz ma- 
nufacturing plants, making products like: 
electric motors (Kibbutz Maabaroti, ther- 
ntostats (Beit Alfa), agricultural tools 
(Beit Yosef), Bruce boxes and containers 
(Ramat Ha’Shofet), water theters.(Glil 
Yam), pressure gauges (Afek), hydraulic 
presses (Mizra), cutlery (Urim), hicycles 
(Zora), atee] cutting tools (Hanita), heat 
treatment of metals (Shaar-Ha'Amakim), 
dehydrated vegetables (Bror-Hayil), baby 
food (Givat Breaner), and many .others. 

Professor 5. Millman, of Columbla Uni- 
versity, made a study of productivity in

Where smuggling is just business 


DUBAL TOWN :UPIt. — The tiny Tru- 
vial State of Dubai jn the Persiag Gulf, 
Population 40,000. last year smuggled a 
record $136m. worth of gold inte India 
and Pakistan, according to informed 
sources here. 

Smuggling carries na stigma in the 
Emirate, which lies 36 hours by motor- 
jsed dhow from the Indian subcontinent. 
It is a large-scale national pursuit lo 
which big aod small men participate, 
earolog otarly one hundred per cent pro- 
fit unless Indian Navy patrols seize a 
shipment before it ig thrown overboard. 

This is how the operation works: 

There are scores of big business sniug- 
giers speciatizmg in the trade, They ac- 
cept investmcots trom anybudy ranging 
fron $2,000 to $20,000 on an honour 
system, no receipts, acknowledgements or 
witnesses af any sort, But thea operator 
keeps meticulous records of accounts and 
nobody has so far coniplatned. 

Thr uperstor accepts smal) investments 
In order to spread the risk of sinking. 
seizure or any other mishup. Onee he 
has gathered £30,000 he adds his own 
share which may amount to another 


830,000 worth of cold. The dhow owner, 
eaptain and crew have a share of the 
Piofits. because, of the greater personal 
risk they must run. The gold 15. hidden 
aboard in small fragments {seldom in 
xtandardised bars), nailed to dhow planks 
and stowed inside baggaze and date bags.

The ship then heads for rough coastal 
bays along the long Indian coastline 
where agents based In India are awaiting 
her arrival. The haul is delivered ta them 
for sale against U.S. dollars only. Money 
is paid in cash, bank drafts, travellers 
cheques and promissory notes which may 
have travelled round the world and passed 
through scores of hands before arriving 
on board the dhow for transfer to Dubai. 


The smuggicd gold is sold in India 


under the counter’ usually to jewellery 
manufacturers who then retail it at more 
than $15 per ‘tola  (one-sixteenth 
of one ounce).
